the  heart  and  chiefly  from  the  left 
ventricle;  the  artery  is  with  great 
vehemence  dilated  and  contracted 
by  a  sort  of  lonstsnt  hsnneniy  and 
ordsr." 

kCendlno  mid  that  ths  heart 
transmits  blood  to  the  lungs.  Ser- 

vetus,  burnt  by  Calvifl  to  1583.  was 
the  first  person  Lo  descrlb*;  that 
circulation  wluch  carries  Lh?  blorxl 
from  the  heart  to  the  lungs  and 
back  to  the  heart  in  physiology  he 
Is  the  true  predecessor  of  iii-vts 
who  does  not  mention  hUn.  He  does, 
howevsr,  msntVm  Ccriumbus  who,  it 
Is  avirrad.  bad  a  greater  share  in 
the  knowledge  ot  dreulatlan  then 
had  Servetus.  Bs  taught  that  the 
blood  passes  from  the  right  to  the 
left  ventricle,  not  through  the  p'lr- 
Utlon  of  the  heart,  b>u  thrinifth  the 
lungs.  Tlic  exl.slcoie  of  the  valves 
was  discovered  t)v  .svlviu.-;,  but  Fab- 
rlclus  noted  that  ihey  were  all 
turned  towards  the  heart,  and  Har- 
vey was  his  pupil.  The  way  was  not 
paved  for  the  demonrtratloo  of 
complete  circulation.  It  was  Oae- 
saipmus  who  first  muasd  ths  flow 
of  blood  "drculatlo." 

Ur  Bridges,  In  his  Harvrian  ora- 
tion '189i!i  poinlcd  out  that  Serve- 
tus and  (\  lorn  bo  had  demonstrated 
before  Harvey  ihat  the  blood  passed 
from  the  right  ventricle  thrnugh 
the  lungs  to  the  left  side  of  the 
bsart  and  Oelaspino  had  shown  that 
in  conaequenoe  of  the  arrangement 
of  the  mitral  and  aortic  vahres.  the

Harvey's  doctrme  of  circulation 
was  not  actually  demonstrated  tut

unnecessary  proceeding  for  he  could 
have  better  and  Mora  easily  used 
the  web  of  thS  frog's  foot  ..."

It  is  .sometimes  Olalmed  that  the 
process  called  "transfusion  of 
blood."  is  due  to  the  discovery  of 
circulatloo,  but  this  is  another 
error.  ParaerisHs.  who  lived  in 
1498-1541.  antldpatsd  this  discov- 
ery, and  Libavhis,  professor  of  owdi- 
clne  at  Halle,  ISM,  gives  the  first 
account  of  transfusion.  Professor 
Law.son  Tait  tells  the  story  of  the 
mtroductlon  of  this  practice  when 
the  blood  of  a  vrnmc  hrnllhy  man 
was  transfused  lnt.<)  the  veins  of  a 
man  old  and  dec  repit  but  willing 
and  able  to  pay  for  the  operation. 
The  proeeas  fell  teto  disuse  and  was 
subsequently  roconsMered  hi  Stuart 
times  Profeesor  Tait,  a  surgeon  of 
undying  fame,  had  no  oonfldenee 
In  the  operation  and  refused  lo  per- 
foroit,
